WATER  SUPPLY 

Hornsea  obtains  water  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  this  supply  has  been  satisfactory.  Routine  sampling  of 
water  from  various  points  in  the  area  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Water  Authority,  and  all  samples  have  been  proved  to  be  of  a satis- 
factory qual  i ty . 

As  far  as  is  known,  all  houses  in  Hornsea,  can  obtain  water  from 
a piped  supply;  water  is  supplied  to  the  caravan  camping  sites  in  the 
district  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  town,  but  a small  paddling 
pool  is  provided,  the  water  in  which  is  purified  by  a small  chlorination 
treatment  plant. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewage  is  discharged  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea. 
The  surcharging  of  certain  sewers  occurs  when  heavy  rain  coincides 
with  high  tides.  During  the  past  twelve  months  3565  feet  of  new  found 
sewers  and  3000  feet  surface  water  sewers  have  been  constructed  by 
private  developers  to  serve  new  housing  sites.  Following  a report 
from  the  Consulting  Engineer  in  September,  1960,  on  the  repairs 
necessary  "to  the  existing  sewer  outfall,  and  subsequent  reports  on  the 
sewerage  system  and  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  Urban  District,  a 
detailed  scheme  is  being  designed  by  the  consultants  with  particular 
reference  to  the  practicability  of  providing  a submarine  sea  outfall  to 
discharge  macerated  sewage  about  i of  a mile  out  to  sea.

CLINICS 


Tuberculosis  - A chest  clinic  is  held  monthly  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital,  Hornsea. 

Venereal  Disease  - A clinic  is  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill 
Street,  Hull. 
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RAINFALL 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30.88  inches  compared  with  an 
average  of  23.  38  inches  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Rain  fell  on  212  days  (146  days  in  1964),  November  being  the 
wettest  month  with  5.94  inches,  and  October  the  driest  with  0.65  inch. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  disposal  of  refuse,  particularly  during  the  summer  months, 
continues  to  present  difficulty  owing  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the 
incinerator . 

The  possibility  of  acquiring  land  for  the  purpose  of  refuse  disposal 
by  the  controlled  tipping  method  is  still  being  investigated,  but  so  far 
none  of  the  enquiries  made  have  met  with  success.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Two  slaughterhouses  are  in  operation  in  the  town.  A large  propor- 
tion of  the  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  at  one  of  the  slaughterhouses 
is  for  consumption  outside  the  district,  and  inspections  at  these  premises 
accounts  for  the  major  part  of  work  carried  out  on  meat  inspection. 

A charge  is  made  to  the  trade  for  meat  inspection.

Even  though  there  was  a considerable  improvement  over 
1964,  investigations  were  still  carried  out  into  all  samples  which 
were  placed  into  Grades  III  and  IV  (which  is  considered  unsatis- 
factory). These  samples  fell  into  the  category  of  bulk  or  soft  mix 
ice-cream  and  it  was  concluded  that  unsatisfactory  sterilization 
of  equipment  appeared  to  be  responsible  for  the  poor  samples. 

Dealers  in  this  type  of  ice-cream  were  instructed  in  proper 
sterilization  procedure  and  follow  up  samples  proved  in  the  main, 
satisfactory. 

(5)  LIQUID  EGG 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  Urban  District  which  are 
governed  by  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963, 
and  consequently  no  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Alpha- 
Amylase  test.
